— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to regulate the method 
of recruitment to the Class I posts in the All India Institute

G.S.R. 915. — Whereas a draft of the Investigation of 
Industrial Undertakings Owned by Companies in Li- 
quidation (Procedure) Rules, 1972, Was published as re- 
quired by sub-section (1) of Section 30 of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), at 
pages 3210-3211 of the Gazette of India Part II, Section 3, 
sub-Section (i), dated the 28th October, 1972, under the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Industrial Development, No. G.S.R. 1355/IDRA/30/72, dated 
the 19th October, 1972, inviting objections or suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby within thiity 
days from the date of publication of the said notification in 
the Official Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 4th November, 1972 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received have 
been considered by the Central Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 30 of the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government hereby make* 
the following rules, namely :-— 

1, Short title, commencement and application: (1) These 

rules may be called the Investigation of Industrial Undertak- 
ings Owned by Companies in Liquidation (Procedure) Rules, 
1973. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in he Official Gazette, 

(3) They shall apply to the investigation in respect of any 
industrial undertaking referred to in section 15A of the 
Act. 

2. Definition. — In these rules : (a) “Act" means the Indus- 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951); 

(b) “investigation” means the investigation referred to in 
section 15A of the Act ; 

(c) "investigator” means the person or body of persons 
appointed by the Central Government for the purpose ol 
making any investigation under section 15A of the Act. 

3. Investigation. — (1) In making an investigation in respect 
of an industrial undertaking to which these rules apply (here- 
after in these rules referred to as the industrial undertaking), 
the Investigator shall, Inter alia examine : — 

(i) the financial condition of the company owning the 

industrial undertaking and the possibilities of run- 
ning or re-starting the industrial undertaking ; 

(ii) The condition of the plant and machinery of the 

industrial undertaking and whether it could be run 
or re-started with necessary repairs, additions, altera- 
tions, replacements or renovation ; 

(iii) any other matter which the investigator considers 
relevant or necessary for the purpose of such 
investigation. 

(2) In support of the facts and figures, if any, collected 
in pursuance of sub-rule (1), the investigator may, to the 
extent he considers it necessary, take evidence in writing 
(either in the form of oral testimony or affidavits) from per- 
sons connected with the industrial undertaking or otherwise, 
whose evidence is, in his opinion, relevant for the purpose of 
the investigation. 

4. Opportunity for hearing . — The Investigator shall, before 
the completion of his investigation, give the Official Liquida- 
tor if any, of the company owning the industrial undertaking 
or any other person for the time being in charge of the 
management or control of the industrial undertaking, the 
employees of the industrial undertaking and the former 
employees of the industrial undertaking, if any, whose 
services became discharged by reason of the said company 
being wound up a reasonable opportunity of being heard, 
including opportunity to adduce any evidence. 

5. Submission of report . — The Investigator shall, after 
completing the investigation, submit a report to the Central 
Government within the period specified in the order appoint- 
ing such investigator or if no such period is specified therein, 
within three months from the date on which such order is 
published in the Official Gazette ; 

Provided that if the Central Government is of opinion 
that it is expedient in the public interest so to do, it may 
extend the period for such period not exceeding one month 
at a time, 

6. Power to regulate procedure i — The investigator shall 
have the power to regulate his own procedure.

G.S.R. 916.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 

roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

2. Number, classifiicatlon, scale of pay, method of red. 
ruttment etc. — The number of the posts, their classification, 
the scales of pay attached thereto, the method of recruitment 
and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as spe- 
cified in columns 2 to 11 of the Schedule hereto annexed, 


3. Disqualifications : — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of Ihe said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is persmissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and there are olher grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

4. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, if may, 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any 
of the provisions of those rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons or posts. 

5. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to bo provided for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Centra] Government from time to time in this 
regard.
